The disruptions in our 
colleges,

property by unruly students in 
"sit ins” is not as much the fault 
of the colleges as it is parental 
failure,

must take some responsibility 
for student unrest in many cases, 
because of arbitary regulations,

and

administrative procedures and 
sometimes a lack of regard for 
students as individuals.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Conservationist and newspaper 
columnist Leonard Hall told the St. Louis Rotary 
Club Thursday that huanity may be approaching a 
point of no return insofar as saving its environment is 
concerned. 
Hall said the planet’s oxygen is threatened because 
the plants that produce it have been destroyed or 
hampered. He said two-thirds of the world’s forests 
have been cleared and marine algae—the principal 
producers of oxygen—-are hampered in their function 
by air pollution. 
The polar ice caps are in danger of melting 
because of a changed atmosphere, raising the threat 
that coastal cities would be flooded, added Hall, who 
also outlined other dangers including the pesticide

It has not been announced and probably will not be. but 
the Indonesians have quietly asked the I nited States to 
stay three more years in South Vietnam. 
They need this tem porary shield against infiltration, they 
sav to give them tim e to stabilize their governm ent and 
econom y. After 1972. they believe, they will be able to 
hold their own 
President Suharto's government has made rem arkable 
strides since the abortive Communist try at taking over 
Indonesia Sept 30. 1965 But the task has been com plicated 
b\ ex-President Sukarno’s decade and a half of econom ic 
and political m ism anagem ent and by the deep penetrations 
into high officialdom made by the Communists before their 
attem pted coup 
The Cambodians recently have secretly sought help from 
the South Vietnam ese (at whom they had been shouting 
suspiciously for years) to enable them to stand againsi 
growing North Vietnam ese-Viet Cong encroachm ent 
The Cambodians have grown so worried over the steady 
growth of Hanoi and VC political agents, guerrillas and 
m ainline troops on their soil and over persistent Communist 
subversion in their villages, that they have pushed old tears 
of Saigon aside 
It is understood that aides of Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
have also approached the United States for help. 
It is no secret that the liberal nationalist Prince Souvanna 
Phouma. prime m inister of Laos, during his recent trip to 
Washington made it crystal clear he wants the I mteJ 
States to stay in Vietnam until some settlem ent is reached 
which guarantees the integrity ot both Laos and South 
Vietnam. 
Last year the liberal prime m inister of Singapore. Lee 
Kuan Yew . much to the surprise of his fellow liberals w orld­ 
wide. said the United States in South V ietnam was a.so 
fighting for the freedom of Singapore 
In March this year, in Seoul, this reporter was assured 
by liberal and conservative South Korean students, profes 
sors and religious leaders that the safety of South Korea, 
threatened by North Korea, depended on our jointly con­ 
tinuing the fight for the independence of South Vietnam 
Again, the South Koreans want to buy time. Their econom ic 
and m ilitary strength is growing steadily. 
This reporter's contacts in Thailand, both in the govern­ 
ment and to the political opposition, never fail to stress tne 
point their problems would become unbearable if the 
United States sold South Vietnam down the river.
